New Auto Driver's 
License With Plates 



All motor vehicle operators in 
Virginia must renew their opera- 
tor's or chauffffeurs' licenses dur- 
ing a three and one-half month 
period beginning March 15, C. F. 
Joyner, Jr., Assistant Director of 
the Division of Motor Vehicles, 
said as he announced applications 
for the registration renewals will 
be placed in the mail March 11. 

The operators' or chauffffeurs' 
license applications will be mailed 
along with the motor vehicle regis- 
tration cards. 

The period for the purchase of 
motor vehicle license plates will be 
from March 16 through April 15. 
The plates will be on sale at the 
Division offices in Richmond and 
at iiu authorized agents through- 
out the State. 

Motorists will be required to pay 
a fee of 50 for the renewal of their 
operators' licenses and there licen- 
ses will not expire until July, 1945. 
The applications may be filed with 
any of the motor vehicle license 
plate agencies, at the Division of- 
fices In Rishmond, or mailed to the 
Richmond off toe.

Wars Are Not Won With Words 

This war will not be won with 
words. It will not be won with talk 
about sacrifice and privation. Those 
things the American people will 
take as a matter of course. This 
can production machine to the ab- 
solute limit. 

A Senate Committee, under the 
chairmanship of Senator Truman, 
has made its report on the defense 
effort up to the middle of January. 
It cites example after example of 
waste, inefficiency, failure and 
self-interest. Some high govern- 
ment officials proved themselves 
astoundingly incompetent. Some 
business men were reluctant to 
take the steps that all-out war de- 
mands. Many labor leaders put 
their own ambitions and interests 
above the needs of a nation in peril. 
The people were apathetic. Too 
few of us seemed to realize that it 
is one thing to appropriate tens of 
billions for defense and war— and 
avery different and infinitely more 
difficult thing to turn those billions 
into the instruments of war. 

We must pursue a different path 
in the future. The appointment of 
a one-man defense head and the 
abolition of the bungling, indecis- 
ive OPM are important steps in 
the right direction. Now there is 
only one job for all of us, from the 
President down to the lowliest 
worker in the smallest defense 
plant. That job is to produce— to 
produce as no nation ever produced 
before, to work as no people ever 
worked before. 

Look at the American industrial 
machine. What nation in history 
has ever been so rich in resources 
and machines? The motor plants, 
the coal and metal mines, the oil 
fields, the power and light systems, 
the plane makers, the steel mills, 
the transporation agencies — these 
and a thousand other enterprises 
constitute an industrial

The attack on the profit motive is part ot 
a far broader attempt to undermine the sys- 
tem of life we have in this countrry. Cer- 
tainly profits should not be allowed to reach 
unreasonable levels— and present and future

hanwning' But the citizens of the United 
States should be chary of letting a few shelt- 
ers voicing plain inaccuracies destroy then- 
faith in the incentive that has led to our 
present jobs, payrolls wealth of new pro- 
ducts, and our vast industries that today aie 
building the equipment for the nation s de- 
fense. 



The Roman poet Lucretius once wrote of 
the feeling that comes to a person standing 
on the shore when there is a great storm at 
sea and watching the tribulations of others. 
Lucretius declared that it was not enjoyable 
in itself to see others in difficulty, but that 
the sensation was enjoyable because "to pre- 
ceive what ills you are free from yourself is 

We may not all share that attitude. But 
there is no denying that there is a certain 
comfort, even when you are if difficulties 
yourself, in being able to point to someone 
else and say: "He's worse off than I am!" 

In the field of taxation, many Americans 
have in recent years taken exactly that tack. 
Faced with constantly growing burdens, fed- 
eral, state and local, they have drawn a mea- 
sure of consolation from hiking a thumb in 
the direction of Great Britain and what was 
comm on ly a dmitted to be -her-nmcirireavteT 

Now ,'according to the New York Times, 
even this satisfaction has been taken from us. 
Before the presen* War, the Times tells us, 
the ratio of taxes to national income in both 
nations was about the same, standing at 
slightly over 20 per cent. But the impact of 
war spending, British national income has 
probably risen sufficiently to bring the ratio 
down around 19 per cent, and leave the Unit- 
ed States the owner of the highly unwelcome 
"booby prize" in this field. 
- fe^fehe-^pastj many people have-made the 
mistake, in comparing the tax rate in these 
countries, of simply matching taxes of the 
respective national governments. Actually, 
the national government is the chief collect- 
ing agent in Britain, while added to our own 
federal taxes it a sandbag structure of state 
and local levies. In addition to enormous 
Federal taxes, some 175,000 state and local 
tax collecting units in the United States take 
in many billion dollars yearly. It is undoubt- 
edly extravagance in all three divisions — fed- 
eral, state, and local— that has finally sent 
this country ahead in the unfortunate tax 

Even the small and meaningless consola- 
burden marathon between the two countries, 
tion mentioned by the Roman poet seems no 
longer left to us ; in sober fact, we are really 
the ones who are now at sea. And with the 
need of adequate funds for the national de- 
fense, it is certainly time we pulled for the 
safety of shore, and made an effort to cut 
out all possible waste in the non-defense 
spending of our various governmental bodies !

The tone of this recorded ex- 
change of questions and answers 
about life in the two countries at 
war is chatty and informal, and 
spirited, for while the two journal- 
ists carry on their conversation in 
a rather obpective spirit, they suc- 
ceed in giving a good deal of life 
and color to their discussion. 

Among the questions which the 
two Time correspondents asked 
each other and attempted to an- 
swer in the light of their know- 
ledge and recent experience of 
England and Germany were: How 
far is England going toward So- 
cialism? What has happened to 
Big Business in Germany? What 
is happening to Small Business in 
England? What do Nazi leaders 
think nf Mussolini and his Fas- 
cism? What do the Germans nowji 
think 

Hitler know about his own people ? 
What do the Germans think of the 
new way of life Hitler has laid 
out for them ? How have the Brit- 
ish upper classes reacted to the 
heavy taxes they are having to 
bear? What about the state of 
health of the people in England 
and Germany? How many tanks 
are the Germans producing? Hqw 
do the English feel about the At- 
lantcic Charter? 

The answers to some of these 
questions may be familiar to many 
people who have followed the news 
closely, but as a whole, "Conversa- 
tion in London" is a contribution to 
our war-time knowledge, particu- 
larly to our knowledge of condi- 
tions in Germany. 



DOUBLE DUTY— Most citizens 
and most industries, do one of two 
things in war-time 1 — either pay 
taxes necessary for the war pro- 
or combatants. Many do both, 
gram, or serve as arms producers 
Oddly enough, one industry which 
didn't even exist a decade ago has 
now stepped forth to serve in both 
capacities. Scheduled, this fiscal

SCRAP, 'OR ELSE'— With one 
exception, everything that can be 
done is being done in conserving 
and making full use of all available 
sources of rubber. Plans for an 
annual out-put W 400,000 tons of 
synthetic rubber Are being rushed. 
Tires are rationed, and manufac- 
ture of recap mmerial restricted. 
Congress has okayed planting of 
guayule, and Latin America is ^*i^T ^ 
ing scoured for every pound of 
crude. The one step yet untaken 
is an "all-out" effortto collect the 
scrap rubber. The importance of 
getting busy on this was high- 
lighted by James J. Newman, vice- 
president of the B. F. Goodrich 
company, who told some 500 New 
England business leaders the other 
'day that enough scrap is available 
— if it were only rounded up — to 
get somewhere between 450,000 
and 500,000 tons of reclaim per 
year (against the 285,000 tons 
produced in 1941), beginning in 
1943 when enlarged facilities could 
be brought in. He said civilian

But, today that is wishful think- 
ing. We doubt that the above re- 
sults could be obtained even if the 
war effort could be put to this use. 
Our friend made the mistake of 
overlooking the personal, individ- 
ual equation. In the years past 
we, in America, have experimented 
with diverting hugs sums of money 
effort and manpower to the bene- 
factions of mankind. We still have 
littel to show for it. 

Prosperity and easy living is not 
often the best for people. The 
fires of adversity must temper th. 
life of steel to make it of the 
highst quality. The easy living de 
veloped throughout the world, es- 
pecially in America, has taken a 
way national traits attained thrr 
years of hardships, self denial and 
adversities. These traits are not 
developed by further easy living 
instead, they become dulled and arc 
lost. Often people must feel the 
pangs of adversity in order that 
they may develop the quolity of 
humility. Higher qualities of liv- 
ing, peace of mind, brotherly love 
are not obtained without humility. 1 
As in the individual, so also in the 



The United States must fight on 
two fronts. 

First, there is the military front. 
American soldiers, sailors and air- 
men are fighting and dying in the 
Pacific. They are living up to the 
highest traditions of this nation's 
military history. They must be 
given the finest battle equipment' in 
the world, and they must be given 
it in lavish quantity. AH the re- 
souces of this nation, human and 



life of a nation. 

Our recent age of prosperity ha* 
sofetened the individual as well as 
the nation. To the government we 
have* been taught to look for solu- 
tion of all our ills. Individual in- 
itiative has been sacrificed by the 
growing concept of paternalism. 
Too close has come the regulation 
of the individual by bureaucracy. 
Theoretically, many of the pater- 



material alike, must be used to that 
end. 

Second, there is the home front. 
We have said, time and again, that 
we are fighting to defend and per- 
petuate freedom. That is true. But 
the defense of freedom at home as 
on the war front, demands more 
than lip service. It demands 
straight thinking from all. It de- 
mands a people who will look 
squarely at the facts, no mat- 
ter how unpleasant they may be. 
It demands the kind of national 
toughness that knows precisely 
what we are fighting for, and that 
will permit nothing to stand in the 
way of victory on the home front 
no less than the military front. 

We will, of necessity, demand and 
accept a large measure of economic 
dictatorship during the war. 
Whether that dictatorship ends 
When the war ends, will depend 
upon the resolution and the under- 
standing of the American people. 
The future of this country and this 
kind of government is in the bal- 
ance. The people will decide which 
way the scales are tipped. 

There has never been such unity 
as this country has at prsent. 
Every American stands solidly be- 
hind the President in the pledge to 
wage war until international gang- 
sterism is destroyed. • The spirit 
of the nation is one of grim, un- 
compromising determination. But 
let all remember that the home 
front is as vital to war and to the 
perp etuation of our wa y nfUi£a^ — 
the battlefront. There will be sub- 
versive influences on both fronts. 
Only an awakened aware people 
can prevent their depredations. 
^ We fight for freedom, then. And 
we must fight for it all the way- 
fight for it here in America, no 
less than in the broad reaches of 
the oceans and the lands beyond.

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Oil Slicks Killing 
Ducks By Thousands 

Enemy submarines, which have 
been sinking tankers off the Ameri- 
can coast for several weeks, are 
rsponsible for the destruction df 
hundreds of wild ducks. 

All along the beach, from False 
Cape and Dam Neck to the North 
Carolina line, dead ducks and ducks 
not quite dead have been washed 
ashore. 

Their feathers were soaked with 
•oil and in a few cases there was 
still life in the birds. These, how- 
ever, were too far gone and were 
•destroyed through humanitarian 
methods by employes of the Fed- 
eral Game Preserve at the Back 
Bay Wild Fowl Sanctuary. 

Harry A. Bailey, Federal Game 
; supervisor in the area, and David 
A. Robertson, State Game Warden 
for this area, said that the ducks 
probably had alighted on the sur- 
face of the ocean in search of food 
•and were caught in oil slicks. 

The slicks, it is presumed, were 
'formed by oil pouring out of tank-

In the revised regulations great 
emphasis is placed upon the neces- 
sity of deferring, in Class II-B, 
men necessary to the war produc- 
tion program. Those enterprises 
that are obviously necessary in this 
program should encounter little 
difficulty with local boards. 

However, there remains a clear 
responsibility upon employers to 
present clearly to local boards at 
the time classification of the reg- 
istrant is being made the necessity 
for deferment in each individual 
case. Where difficulties with local 
boards are run into employers 
should address themselves to the 
State Director of Selective Ser- 
vice. At this headquarters there 
is a State Advisor on Occupational 
Deferments who specializes in aid- 
ing the Selective Service System 
and insuring continuation of de- 
fense production without i mped . ■ 
ance by inductions under the Se- 
lective Training and Service Act. 
In working out the details of your 
deferment policy I suggest that 



Physical Fitness 
Of Recruits Lowered 



"Men with poor vision and miss 
ing teeth can now enlist in the 
Army," Sergeant C. J. Racey, in 
charge of the local recruiting of- 
fice, said. 

Recent changes in regulations 
governing physical requirements 
will permit those formerly reflect- 
ed for faulty vision and missing 
teeth to sign up for special duties. 

Under the old regulation an ap- 
plicant was required to have at 
least 12 serviceable natural teeth. 
Under the amended ruling he need 
have only a sufficient number of 
teeth, natural or false, to permit 
proper mastification of food. 

The eye requirement has been 
lowered from 20-100 in either eye 
without glasses, to 20-200 for non- 
combatant branches of the Army 
providing the vision is correctable 
to 20-40 with glasses. 

Men with faulty vision, as do- 
scribed, will be eligible for assign- 
ment to the Quartermaster Corps, 
Medical Department, Chemical 
Warfare Service, Ordinance De- 
partment, etc. 

Sergeafrt Racey urges all men 
rejected because of poor vision or 
lack of teeth, to reapply for en- 
listment. All others who have re- 
frained from offering themselves 
for service because of these handi- 
caps also are urged to apply. 

Sergeant Racey stated that the 
enlistments this month so far have 
totalled 50, which is far below the

Exhumation of the Gooch sub- 
committee's report on the Virginia 
poll tax and registration laws, by 
Moss Plunkett of Roanoke, testi- 
fying before joint Senate and House 
committees Thursday on behalf 
of poll tax repeal, must have been 
a first-magnitude bombshell for 
those who had kept this documen- 
tary dynamite under wraps for 
several months. Mr. Plunkett 
showed that the three prominent 
members of this investigating sub- 
committee, appointed to the task 
by the State Legislative Advisory 
Council, concluded, after a thorough 
inquiry, that the poll tax should 
be aoblished and the registration 
laws drastically overhauled. Sub- 
stitution for the poll tax of a 
literacy test, such as has functioned 
excellently in North Carolina for 
more than 20 years, was urged un- 
animously by the group, consisting 
of Dr. Robert K. Gooch of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, Colonel James 
P. Woods of Roanoke and Ted Dal- 
ton of Radford. 

The Gooch subcommittee addres- 
sed itself especially to the argu- 
ment of those advocates of the 
status quo, who proclaim that, "Vir- 
ginia is the best-governed State in 
the United States, and that no 
change ought to be made in the 
suffrage requirements," After 
pronouncing "such self-satisfaction 
. . . wholly unworthy of Virginia," 
the group referred to "eloquent ar- 
gument . . . before the subcom- 
mittee to the effect that very im- 
portant shortcomings may b c 
pointed to in Virginia, and that 
those shortcomings are of such a 
character as to be remediable only 
when a numerous and aroused elec- 
torate becomes interested in them." 
However, the subcommittee says 
cogently that the real issue is "not 
one primarily of good government 
but of free government." 

And so it is. The poll tax was 
made effective 40 years ago for 
the purpose of holding down the 
size* of the electorate, at a time 
when conditions were utterly dif- 
ferent from those which obtain to- 
day. It is a relic of a bygone era. 
As for the registration laws, which 
the Gooch report also lamblast, they 
permit various kinds of shenani- 
gans. Democratic registrars are 
enabled to ask kuestions of would- 
be registrants which "could with 
difficulty, if at all, be answered 
with the aid of a reference library." 
Other tricks also are resorted to.

It appears 
to us that this would be worse than 
futile, as it might gravely weaken 
Russia's offensive against Hitler.

RUSSIA IN THE NEW 
Isles and Russia. Complete victory 
for Japan in the Western Pacific 
would not menace the United 
States any more, if as much, as 
a German victory over Russia that 
would consolidate all the great in- 
dustrial resources of Europe for an 
invasion of England or a hop from 
West Africa to Brazil. It is nat- 
ural that the United States, which 
have been dealt a harder blow by 
Japan than by any other Axis 
power, should wish ardently for a 
knock-out blow against the little 
yellow men. But this feeling should 
not be permitted to becloud the 
cardinal urgency of breaking Hit- 
ler's power in Europe. 

It would appear to us that if 
Russia can continue to defend it- 
self against Hitler, driving him 
constantly back, the United States, 
Great Britain, Chins and the Dutch 
must be prepared to deal with 

sian aid. To assume an offensive of 
any considerable proportions 
sgainst Japan, Russia would bare 
to move vast quantities of supplies 
and manpower across thousands of 
miles of Siberian waste over a sole 
railroad. To do this might easily 
weaken the defense of European 
Russia so that all the territory 
gained during the months of ter- 
rible winter struggle would be lost 
to Hitler in a spring German of- 
fensive, 

Russia expects such an offensive 
and for that reason has studiously 
declined to commit itself with re- 
gard to direct involvement in the 
Japanese phase of the war. The 
war has already furnished some 
discouraging examples of what can 
be lost by the dissipation of strik- 
ing power against many widely 
scatered points. If Russia sees fit 
to direct all her energies against a 
single objective — the repulse of Hit- 
ler — the ABCD powers should be 
willing to let her try it. That 
strategy has achieved the only suc- 
cess of the war so far for more or 
less Allied nations. — The Tidewater 
News.

HOW FAST CAN WAGES BE UPPED 

Leon Henderson, Price Administrator, is being congratulated in 
Washington on his courage in advising the National Labor Relations 
Board to rule against any general, substantial wage increases demanded 
by union labor. He points out that a demand equal to an increase of $1 
a day in two industries — steel and automobiles— would force prices up to 
inflationary heights despite the new price control laws. The increase 
in wages would set a new standard for about 700.000 workers in the 
automobile industry at the present time, wlr?n the industry is undergo- 
ing conversion to 100 per cent war production. 

It is imperative to obtain a maximum output of war items and a 
full utilization of all productive facilities limited only by material and 
labor supply— and to do it now! At the same time it is desirable to 
furnish employment to as many employes as possible who are now un- 
employed byt whose services will soon be needed. The automobile in- 
dustry'^ program is geaied to those objectives. 

Apparently this is just another attempt of C. I. O. to "break

The war production story of the 
past eigtheen months and what the 
United States must do to achieve 
its potential overwhelming arm* 
■uperiority is detailed in a Report 
To The Nation just issued by 
Archibald MaeLeish, Director of 
the Office of Facts and Figures. 
The report was prepared at the re- 
quest of President Roosevelt. 

Only "by the mobilisation of 
every available man, woman, dol- 
lar and thing— every plant, tool, 
machine and bit of material" can 
»n adequate production structure 
be built, says the report 

Among the high-lights of war 
production in the United States 
iince the fajl of France are: 

Th*S foundation has been laid fox 
an trmament program of a magni- 
tude no other nation ever has at- 
tempted. 

Nearly three times as many wea- 
pons and supplies of war will be 
produced this year as in the eigh- 
teen months between June, 1940. 
and the end of 1941. 

This year our production ol 
planes and tanks will equal that 
of Hitler in all the years before 
1939 when he was preparing to 
conquer the world. 

War spending has soared from 
an annual rate of two billion dol- 
lars on July 1, 1940 to a rate of 
almost 20 billion dollars on Decem- 
1<?41 It mast r*>aeh a rate 
of 84 billions this year and more 
than 60 billions next. 

Goods from the arsenal of -demo- 
cracy are flowing or will flow to 
all corners of the earth where the 
soldiers and sailors of democracy 
fight' the Axis. 

The United States production 
program, as described in the Re- 
port to the Nation, covers every 
phase o fthe war: The Army and 
the Navy, planes, tanks, ordinance, 
munitions, shipments throughout 
the world under the Lend-Lease 
Act, construction and expansion 
of new plants and conversion of 
existing plants. The report tells 
the story of ship construction and 
repair. It describes the degree 
to which more workmen are need- 
ed in war industries and the^plans 
for recruiting and training them. 
The part played by science in the 
war against the Axis is also de- 
scribed. 

The report constantly stresses; 
the fact that a start, only, has 
been made. For military reasons 
it cannot reveal the exact number 
of planes, tanks or ships being 
built. Yet the rate of building is 
impressive. Production of tankB 
and other combat vehicles is now 
more than three times as large as 
a year ago; guns of all types near- 
ly five times as large. Army war- 
plane production^ the report states, 
"has been stepped up to the point 
where, with Great Britain, we soon 
shall exceed the plane output ol 
the Axis countries. More impor- 
tant, we shall have the plant ca- 
pacity to increase our production 
to the point where we can seize 
control of the air in all areas of the 
world struggle." Not only this, the 
report continues, but the Army 
now has "four types of combat 
planes— better than tnything yet 
produced abroad." In short, the 
Army's story is one of equipment 
of all kinds as well as housing for 
an ultimate army of 7,000,000 men, 
the largest in the history of the 
nation. 

The Navy, fighting the aggressor 
in the Atlantic and Pacigic oceans, 
is rapidly becoming a two-ocean 
fighting force instead of the tra- 
ditional one-ocean combat unit. 
Fifteen batleships are bing built, 
11 aircraft carriers, 54 cruisers, 193 
destroyers and 73 submarines. The 
Navy has 2,000 new airplanes and 
work is being pushed day and night 
on its new bases, air stations, 
docks and other facilities. Mer- 
chant ahipping, equally vital in tne 
war against Germany, Japan ana 
Italy, will soon be augmented at a 
rate of two ships a day; the build- 
ing of ships in World War II 
dwarfs the program of World War 
I When the program is m full 
swing an army of 750,000 men will 
be building ships in the United 
States. Already contracts have 
been signed for 999 ships. Added 
to this building program is the task 
of getting men to operate the new 
merchant fleet. Crews must be 
found for about 800 ships, so 25,000 
seamen and 6,300 officers are to be 
trained for this service. 

The Complexity of modern war 
production is described in the Re- 
port. Not only must essential raw 
materials be brought from all parts 
of the world; new ones must be de- 
veloped. So the "production of the 
tools of war is an endless struggle 
existing ones; to covert the mach- 
■ to build new factories and expand 
inery of peace to the purposes of 
war. Government and private in- 
dustry have joined hands to invest 
a total of 7 billion dollars in plant 
construction and expansion. Steel 
ingot capacity is to be increased by 
10,000,000 tons, aluminum produc- 
tion by 700,000,000 pounds a year 



and magnesium production by 350,- 
000,000 pounds. But even these 
totals are inadequate for the 1943 
objective of 125,000 airplanes a 
year. Machine tools, without which 
the whole program would bog 
down, were bing produced at a rate 
of only 150,000,000 dollars a year 
before Trance fell. This year the 
total should reach 1.2 billion dol- 
lars. Plant conversion and the ad- 
justment of scmall business to war 
production is under way, the report 
states, but the difficulties have 
been great. 

No part of the program would be 
possible without the workers who 
battle long hours and arduously 
for the Army and Navy at the 
front. "The first conquest of the 
Nazis," says the Report to the 
Nation, "was the conquest of their 
own people." The Reich factories 
which belch forth the armaments 
of aggression art ran by slaves. 
The factories of democracy must 
be run by free men, holding dear 
their right to work for whom they 
please under conditions* which sat- 
isfy them. There were strikes. 
Priceless time, never to be re- 
gained, was lost. But now repre- 
sentatives of the CIO and the A.F. 
of L. have given a pledge^gainst 
strikes and the employers have 
promised that there shall be no 
lock-outs in essential industries. A 
War Labor Board is to pass prom- 
ptly on all grievances. 

Equally vital is an increasing 
supply of workers skilled in the 
technical process of war manu- 
ffirturinf' Fiw» million workers 
have already been drawn into the 
production program; within six 
months an additional 5,000,000 will 
be needed. The existing industrial 
army must be trebled by the end 
of the year and quadrupled by the 
close of 1944. Some shortages will 
be unavoidable, but a training pro- 
gram of unprecedented size will 
furnish most of the needed men and 
women. Already nearly 2,500,000 
workers have been taught to run 
the machines which produce the 
goods of war. Labor unions have 
been scouting the country for 
former members who because of 
the depression, became filling sta- 
tion operators or entered other less 
essential trades. Particular care 
ib being taken to see that no wo- 
man qualified for a war job fails to 
Teceive it. An estimate 500,000 
women and girls are already at 
work, many of them in aircraft 
plants. Yet only four women in 
-every 1,000 are now employed in 
'war industries as compared with

Bringing the number of pro- 
jects to 75 covering 960.940 acres, 
Ducks Unlimited announces com- 
pletion the past year of 23 new, 
drought-proof wild duck nesting 
refuges in Canada's prairie provin- 
ces where millions of young duck- 
lings have been perishing from 
drying up of marshes in summer. 

The work, carried on in co-op- 
eration with provincial govern- 
mental of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, is being financed by 
contributions of over 20,000 Am- 
erican sportsmen and clubs. The 
governments provide lands re- 
quired without costs. 

Over 40,000 square miles of Sas- 
katchewan, heart of the continent's 
great duck breeding range, went 
dry last summer before the young 
ducks were able to fly, Ducks Un- 
limited field naturalists and engin- 
eers found. Scores of small dams, 
strategically located on the prairies 
to maintain permanent water areas 
for marooned broods, are being 
built in drought districts. 

So successful has the conserva- 
tion work proved that the Mani- 
toba government last fall appropri- 
ated one-half the cost of an $18,000 
concrete dam built by Ducks Un- 
limited on the Pasquia River. The 
dam is restoring the Pasquia chain 
of eight lakes whch formerly cover- 
ed over 35,000 acres. Local In- 
dian muskrat trappers went on 
provincial relief rolhv when drying 
up of the lakes reduced the supply 
of fur-bearers. 

All told, 180,000 acres of new 
projects were added to tbe Ducks 
Unlimited system of waterfowl 
cases last year. Among these are 
the Netley marshs, 26,000 acre 
nesting ground of redhead ducks 
in Manitoba; Ou'Ap|*»He River bot- 
toms, Saskatchewan, and a half- 
dozen acres in the famed water- 
fowl breeding country around Han- 
na, Alberta. 

Construction work in remote sec- 
tions is accomplished with a special 
"mechanized division" comprising 
a mobile truck, tractor, bulldozer- 
scraper outfit with trailer living 
quarters for the operating crew.

New construction methods will 
make us forget that steel springs 
are obligatory in upholstery, he 
added. Woods, glass and plastics 
will take the place of brass and 
other restricted metals for hard- 
ware. 

The speaker placed particular 
emphasis on the future of plastics 
and synthetic coatings, such as lig- 
non, bakelite and koroseal, explain- 
ing that "the emphasis on tomor- 
row's designs will be on tiie essen- 
tial rather than the high-styled oi 
trivial."

Large supplies of crimson clover 
seed will be needed this fall and 
farmers who harvest seed this year 
are assured a good market price 
through the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture purchase program 
says S. K. Cassell, state AAA ex- 
ecutive assistant. 

Saving seed is especially im- 
portant this year if farmers ex- 
pect to hav eenough next fall. One- 
halg of the crimson clover seed 
normrally used hi this countrry is 
imported, but that source is not 
available. Home-grown seed mu3l 
be saved to supply the expanded 
need for increased seedings of le- 
guminous winter cover crops to 
protect land from erosion and leach- 
ing, and supplement the commer- 
cial nitrogen source that is being 
1 extensively used in the manufac- 
ture of explosives. It is beS'-ved 
that sufficient combines are on 
Virginia farms to assure the har- 
vesting of many times more crim- 
son clover seed than is normally 
saved. 

The USDA crimson clover seed 
purchase program provides farm- 
ers participating in the AA Awith 
a market at prices somewhat high- 
er than prevailed last year. In 
states east of the Mississippi River 
the basic price for recleaned, tested 
seed delivered in bags to designa- 
ted handlers It 11.5 cents per pound 
if germination is 90 per cent or 
more. Provision is made for a 
scale of prices ranging down to 10.5 
cents for seed germinating 80 per 
cent. These are assured minimum 
prices the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration will pay for seed. The 
market price may go higher. 



Comments And 

Resumes on War 



A short time ago, Japanese Pre- 
mier Tojo described, in part, what j 
- — the Ni ppo n e se war lords have in; 
mind in the way of conquest. The 
present program, he said, involves 
taking Burma, China, India, the 
Dutch East Indies and Australia 
into Japan's so-called "Co-Pros- 
perltty Sphere." To Americans, 
that program may seem ambitioul 
and vainglorious. But the hard 
fact is that Japan has gone a long | 
way in a short time toward reach- ! 
ing her goal of absolute dominance i 
of everything in the Pacific, and i 
the United Nations have so far 
been able only to slow her down.' 
- She has not been stopped any- 
where. | 

The fall of Singapore has added j 
immensely to our military prob- 
lem. Japanese submarines are op- J 
erating in the Indian Ocean, across 
one of the United Nations' vital 
oil supply lines, and this underseas 
fleett is expected to receive surface 
ship support. It is possible that 
Japan will soon make physical con- 
tact with her principal ally, Ger- 
many. The situation in Burma, 
where American supplies go to aid 
of the seasoned, hard-fighting 
Chinese forces, is bad. There, as 
in Malaya and at Singapore, it has 
not been possible to supply the de- 
fenders with equipment which is 
in any way comparable to that of 
the jnvador. 

The situation is further compli- 
cated by the fact that Japan has 
organized a great deal of fifth 
column activity in Burma— precise- 
ly as she did so successfully 'a 
Malaya. The natives are control- 
led by a rich, corrupt clique of 
priests who have little love for 
either the Chinese or the white 
races. So the defending forces 
must fight a war within, even as 
they fight one without. 

The possibility of the loss of 
Burma, the Indies and other point9, 
including existing Uuited Nations' 
sea and air bases, must be faced. 
It may not happen, butvOiere is no 
room in this grim warNpr false 
optimism. If it does happe 
center of Pacific warfare will un- 
doubtedly shift to Australia, which 
has already suffered air attack at 
Darwin. 
What chance would we and ouv 



Allies have to hold that all-impor- 
tant continent? There are certain 
definite assets on our side. The 
Australians are magnificent fight- 
ers. They have done remarkebly 
well in building up sizeable air and 
armament industries. The conti- 
nent is divided by a vast desert 
which is a geographical advantage. 
Both the British and the Germans 
.have learned, in Libya, how dif- 
ficult it is to fight on the desert 
wastes and hold gains. 

On the debit side is the fnct 
that Australia, gigantic in area^ 
has a population of only 7,000,000. 
It is no self-contained and must 
import to live. And the bulk of its 
fighting equipment, if it is to have 
enough, will have to be sent from 
this country. Today, Australia 
looks to the U.S. more than to 
Britain for the militarry aid which 
she needs for survival. * 

In this connection, it should be 
pointed out that the lack of ade- 
quate war equipment of the United 
Nations is not entirely a problem 
of production in this countrry. 
There is a shipping problem also. 
That is why an effort is being 
made to immensely accelerate our 
merchant ship output. The success 
of that effort may, in the long 
run, prove the key to the winning 
of the Pacific war. 

The experts are saying today 
that Japan is likely to invade Asia- 
tic Russie this spring. The stra- 
tegy would be obvious — to help the 
hard pressed Nazis, who have been 
blasted out of many of the positions 
they intended to use as spring- 
boards for a new offensive against 
the miraculous Red Army. If Jap- 
an sends troops into Siberia, u 
will make the Russian position ex- 
tremely difficult. 

War between Japan and Russia, 
however, would do one thing for 
the United Nations. It would pre-, 
vide them with needed Russian air 
bases, in the Vladivostok area, from 
which air war couM be carried 
straight to the Japanese cities. 
From these bases it is only a few 
hundred miles to Yokohama, Tokyo 
and other key centers. Russia has 
refused their use to her Allies for 
the reason that, understandably, 
she doesnt want to have to take

A Tribute 

HONORABLE JOSEPH T. DEAIr-IN. APPRECIATION 



When Hon. Joseph T. Deal departed this life on the the 7th day 
of March, 1942, the state of Virginia and particularly the Second 
Congressional District suffered the loss of a public spirited, inde- 
pendent and clear-thinking citizen. 

To Mr. Deal life was real and earnest and he wasted none of his 
in either levity of vainglorious ostentation; he was a solid, sensible 
and industrious man who arrived at conclusions deliberately and after 
accurate consideration of all conditions, and on the judgments thus 
reached he acted with force and vi go r . I t-distnrbed him not hi the 
least that his views were not always in accord with the majority of 
his fellow citizens; yet he bore no resentment to those who thought 
otherwise and was always tolerant of the contrary opinions of others. 
However, Mr. Deal never hesitated to express the results of his think- 
ing or public questions no matter what the consequences might be, 
for he always had the courage of his convictions; albeit he never did 
this boastfully or flauntingly or with the idea of self-exploitation 
and ever modestly and in simple, plain and unadorned language. 

Fundamentally, Mr. Deal was an old-fashioned Democrat; he 
grew up at a time when the idea that the "least favored people are 
the best governed people'* was the prevailing Democratic trend, and 
he could never understand or admire the efforts to regulate all life 
by laws and bureauratic regulations; he did not possess that modern 
penchant of latter day legislators to regulate and govern the habits 
of men in all particulars. 

And Mr. Deal was against a centralized government both in local 
and national affairs; he thought that total self-government was the 
true formation of a government by the people, and that a centralized 
government was an evil if for no other reason, it conferred too much 
power on a few, and that more frequently than not the exercise of 
large power is always abused. And perhaps time will demonstrate 
the correctness of his poinion. Who can foretell? 

Diligent, intelligent prudent, and withal modest and courageous, 
I apply to Mr. Deal's life as a whole the latin maxim "Suaviter in 
modo, fortiter in re", or it's equivalent in English "gentle in manner 
but firm in execution.

Joseph T. Deal, owner of the 
Virginia Beach News, succumbed 
at his residence early Saturdar 
morning after a brief illness at the 
age of eighty one. 

He had been in declinin ghealth 
for the past three months, but his 
death came as a shock to his family 
and many friends. 

Mr. Deal was a native of Surry 
County, but moved to Norfolk, 
some fifty years ago and was ac- 
tively engaged, directly and indirec- 
tlv. in the manufacture of lumber 
during his entire life. In addition 
thereto, he was, a student of polit- 
ical science and vitally interested 



in governmental affairs both local- 
ly, and state wide and nationally. 

His political career began as 
chairman of the district board of 
what was formerly known as the 
Seventh Ward. At which time he 
was instrumental in having the 
same annexed to- the city of Nor- 
folk. He subsequently served in th« 
house .of delegates in the state 
senate. He resigned from the sen 
ate to assume the duties as Con- 
qrre*smt.n from the second district. 
which position he held far eight 
years. 

Mr. Peal stood, through his en- 
tiro political life, for liberalism and 
fought for issues that were gener- 
ally unpopular.

THE LARGE AND SMALL OF IT 



There is a saying, "After the wreck, comes 
the reckoning''. To reckon means to sum 
up — and when we sum up the events of 1941 
America will long remember it as a red letter 
year in a Wlfe'ry*!ftei*al -sc33c,-A-ytt*- of 
blood shed when America found itself forced 
into a brutal and unwelcomed war— and as 
though foreign treachery were not bad 
enough, Americans themselves deepened the 
stain by recording the most wanton waste 
of life on the highways since the introduc- 
tion of the motor car. 

In a year when human energy and national 
resources are needed more desperately than 
ever before, the American people with heed- 
less abandon proceed to kill and cripple more 
of their number and to demolish more of the 
nation's mechanical facilities than in any 
year in American history. • t 

During 1941 the motor vehicle accidents, 
40,000 Americans were killed, an increase of 
15.94 percent over 1940, almost 1,500,000 
were injured— more than 1,000,000 automo- 
biles were damaged, possibly 500,000 of them 
beyond repair. That's the record of 1941. A 
record that should leave every American 
with a sense of shame and should move every 
one of us to resolve that it shall never happen 
again. Since it has been said automobile ac- 
cidents are the result of individual careless- 
ness, these figures stand as gruesome monu- 
ments to America's carelessness at a time 
when safety and human conservation were 
most needed. Now, times are no longer nor- 
mal. Accidents are sabotaging the war effort 
by delaying production and crippling trans- 

Sirtation. It is interesting to speculate on 
e number of potential soldiers, sailors and 
fliers that were killed by automobile accidents 
In 1941, while our nation was girding itself 
for war. Of the 30,000 persons killed in the 
Age group 14-64, more than half were males. 
Of these, at least half would be of military 
age. That means half an army division ex- 
terminated without the expenditure of one 
enemy bullet. The nation, if it is to succeed 
in its victory program, simply cannot afford 
a continuation of this waste of life, of man- 
hours, of hospital space, of machinery and 
of morale. All of us should stand ready to 
accept any plan, however drastic, which will 
help to conserve manpower and materials. 

These facts and figures can be sign posts 
to your personal safety. Avoid the pitfall 
which led 1941's unfortunates into trouble 
and you will avoid a similar fate. Let this 
^Vreckord" of the past year fortify your 
resolution that you will do your utmost to 
prevent a repetition of this shameful blot on 
the nation's record. 



The United States is extremely proud of 
its big industries, steel and automobiles and 
the rest. Our mass production abilities have 
made us respected in every part of the world. 
Every other nation has imitated and envied 
the ways in which we handle the raw mate- 
rials of industry and shape them to our will. 

On that account, it caused violent tremors 
in the capitals of the world when it became 
plain that American industry was devoting 
its full energies to the task of producing 
armaments for our own defense and also for 
the other democracies.

Senator Byrd pointed out that a 
hundred days after the President's 
program 1 was announced — that is, 
during the fatal period in which 
Belgium and France were des- 
troyed and England seriously me- 
naced — only 343 combat planes 
had been ordered by the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps combin- 
ed. "As the heavy bombing planes 
take from eighteen months to two 
years to build, the delay in plac* 
ing orders," Mr. Byrd remark- 
ed, "becomes exceedingly serious.'' 
It was mainly as the result of his 
prodding that the public obtained 
information on the lag in the de- 
fense program. 

In recent months Senator Byrd 
has taken the lead in the battle 
for reducing nondefense expen- 
ditures. If it has been a losing 
battle, it is not because he has 
failed to lead it skillfully, but be- 
cause only a small number of 
other Congressmen have shown 
his political courage. Not content 
with criticizing the executive 
branch, Senator Byrd has de- 
manded that Congress begin by 
cleaning its own house. He is to- 
day leading the fight to have Con- 
gress repeal the recent law under 
which its members voted pensions 
for themselves. If there were 
enough men fighting with him in 
the nation's capital, the battle of 
Washington would not be difficult 
to win.. — The New York Times.

——From the moment the enemy struck at Pearl Harbor, carefully laid plans for immediate 
mobilization of the nation's armed forces were put into swift action. Less than seven weeks 
after the treacherous attack, 600,000 troops were moved within the boundaries of the United 
States — the greatest troop movement on American soil in the shortest time in the nation's 
history. 

The American railroads were prepared — ready for the job. And once again, they proved 
their ability by meeting the unprecedented emergency demand upon their facilities.

The American railroads will continue to do the job assigned to them in this war — moving 
men and materials whenever and wherever they are needed. In this vital task, the Norfolk 
and Western Railway and the Norfolk and Western Family are enlisted for the duration.

The Federal automobile use tax 
stamp now costs $1.67 instead of 
the original $2.09, the change in 
price being the allowance made 
for the vehicles not used last month 
when the stamp regulation went in- 
to effect.

A RECORD PACK 

About one-fourth more canned 
tomatoes and one-third more can- 
ned peas than the 1941 record 
packs will be required in 1942 to 
fulfill wartime needs. The full 
cooperation of growers and canners 
will be required. There must be 
careful planning to utilize canning 
facilities to the fullest extent. A 
purchase program, based upon con- 
tracts by growers and canners and 
designed to achieve capacity pro- 
duction, has been announced by the 
USDA Local USDA War Boards 
can give specific details concerning 
prices and contracts. 



WANT MORE HONEY 

Opportunities exist for increas- 
ing the production of honey to pro- 
vide a supplement for sugar, bees- 
wax to meet increased industrial 
demands, arid honey-bees for poll- 
ination of many crops requiring in- 
sect pollination to produce either 
seed or frut,- says the USDA. The 
War Production Board has recog- 
nized the importance of the bee- 
keeping industry. 



SUPPORT EGG PRICES 

Plans for extended price support 
for eggs during the spring season 
have been announced by the USDA 
to provide producers a minimum 
85 per cent of parity price support 
when supplies are greatest and 
prices are normally lowest. Farm- 
ers should remember that parity 
price levels reflect regular season- 
al fluctuations in commodity prices 
The parity level for eggs is lower 
in spring months of heavy produc- 
tion than in months of light pro- 
duction. 



WHEAT FOR ALCOHOL 

Another. service has been offered 
the nation by the USDA. The Com- 
modity Credit Corporation is pre- 
pared to sell wheat, in place of 
corn, for the production of ethyl 
alcohol, acetone, and butyl alcohol. 
This will materially reduce the 
quantity of cori» needed. Wheat 
can be substituted for corn in the 
manufacturing process with minqr 
adjustments, and a slightly higher 
yield of alcohol may be obtained. 
The price of the wheat, based on 
the present OPA price for ethyl 
alcohol will be adjusted for any 
change in the established price for 
alcohol, 



MORE AAA COMMUNITIES 

In order to carry out war-time 
jobs effectively and to have avail- 
able a larger number of community 
committee men to share adminis- 
trative, reaporwibii onty as- 
sociations of the AAA are revising 
their community boundaries. In 
view of existing circumstances, the 
size of local AAA communities will 
be restricted to an average of not 
over 150 farms, giving each of the 
three community committeemen 
not over about 50 farms to contact.

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With chills and blasts of Old 
Man Winter still in the air, it is 
difficulat to realize the importance 
of ordering garden seed now, says 
County Agent H. W. Ozlin. It is 
always advisable to order early, 
but this year, moretso than ever. 

In normal times the gardener 
who has his seed on hand when 
needed has an earlier and a better 
garden that his neighbor whi 
thinks about his seed supply on 
the day he needs to plant. This 
year, however, the belated garden- 
er may be due for a rude awaken- 
ing. The late order this year (will 
find many items unavailable. 

Agent H. W. Ozlin says that 
the vegetable gardening special- 
ist of the Virginia Agricultura! 
Extension Division reports that 
there is no extreme shortage of 
vegetable seed, but there is a 
shortage of certain items and var- 
ieties. 

The most probable shortages are 
of beets, carrots, spinach, onions 
and certain varieties of kale. Seed 
growers anticipated a shortage and 
planted one of the largest seed 
crops on record, but weather con- 
ditions reduced the yield of seed 
Those who order early will receive 
their seed before this shortage is 
felt. H e who orders late may have 
to go without or at least do consid- 
erable shopping around. 

Prices are higher this year. The 
price will never be so high, how- 
ever, that it will not pay to pur- 
chase good seed. Regardless of 
whom you purchase, be sure that 
your seedsman or dealer carries 
seed of recognized value and merit- 
Cheap seed is the most costly seed 
in the long run. 

Order the seed you need but do 
not over-order. Wastage of seed 
at the present time is unwise and 
unpatriotic. Prepare the plantbed 
thoroughly in order to secugCjpet- 
ter germination and thus save, Beed. 
Throughout the season, ractice'the 
best cultural practices to get the 
most out of the seed you use. 
Fertilize well, thin and cultivate 
properly. Such practices are more 
important this year than ever. 

Gardeners who have old seed on 
hand should test it by planting a 
few seed in soil to determine 
whether it should be planted or dis- 
carded. Don't "just take i 
chance." 

Disease-Resistant Varieties 

The plant pathologists of the Ex- 
tenson Division recommend that 
seed of disease-resistant varieties 
be used where such diseases as cab ■ 
bage yellows, tomato wilt, water- 
melon wilt, spinach blight, etc., are 
| likely to cause trouble. The dis- 
j eases are very difficult if not im- 
J possible to control by spraying or 
dusting. 

Another troublesome disease is 
anthracnose on beans. It is car- 
ried in the seed; and the best way 
to avoid it is to purchase western' 
grown seed, which is free of this 
disease. Only "certified" Irish 
potato seed are recommended. Seed 
labeled "selected" or "inspected" 
are not satisfactory because such 
terms frequently mean that the 
seed could not be "certified." 

When the time "comes to pur- 
chase plants, County Agent H. W. 
Ozlin adds, the same precautions 
against disease should be taken. 
Buy only healthy, vigorous plants 
showing no dead or rotten spots. 
Homegrown plants are usually the 
safest to use. 

In thinking ahead and ordering 
seed now, don't overlook your 
spraying and dusting jobs, which 
must be done this summer if you 
expect good yields of quality veg- 
etables, Mr. Ozlin says. Be sure 
your sprayer or duster is in good 
working condition. Maye all re- 
pairs that are needed, or buy a 
new implement, if necessary. Do 
not depend on using a sack to 
shake dust on plants — it wastes 
materials and does very little harm 
to insects. And order your spray 
or dust materials at the same 
time you order your seed.

In many communities all the factories in 
the town have pooled their machines to manu- 
facture weapons. They're small plants— too 
small to handle a war contract alone. But they 
can handle parts of contracts, and if they all 
work together they can do the job. Today 
they are working together on an increasing 
scale. The whole community is rallying 
around and everybody is cooperating to lick 
our enemies. 

To lick them quickly we must keep on co-< 
operating. Production of weapons isn't just 
a job that happens inside a single factory. In 
many ways it depends on all of us — on the 
men who work in the plant and on the under- 
standing they and the rest of us have of the 
enormous production difficulties that industry 
is overcoming. Realizing that, one company 
called the people of the town together and 
told them the diary of its war plant. It told 
them how the plant was being changed from 
peace to war work, how employees were being 
trained for new jobs. It even conducted tours 
through certain parts of the plant so that 
the people of the town could see for them- 
selves how fast the work was going. 

For the work is going fast, not only in that 
plant, but in factories all over the country. 
In many cases censorship prevents us from 
learning just how rapidly plants are turning 
out weapons. But this much we do know: 
they are picking up speed. They're busy writ- 
ing their own war production diaries, busy 
making the weapons that will win this war. 



BROKEN PROMISE 



Wars are not wofi[with brave words and 
stirring bands. WafcTUre won with deeds. 
Wars are won with production. Wars are won 
through the full, uncompromising cooperation 
of government, of labor, of industry and of 
all the people. 

Our war will be won or lost on the home 
front. Victory depends on whether we can 
make and deliver the endless quantities of 
planes and ships and guns and ammunition 
that our troops and our Allies so sorely need. 

Disgraceful labor disputes have cost our 
military forces untold quantities of weapons 
—and the lives of many men. Petty official- 
ism has played politics while war rages 
throughout the world, and slowed production 
still more. Bogus reformers have hampered 
And reviled industry at a time when our 
.greatest need was machines and tools, not 
ideologies. 

The people of this nation are now demand- 
ing Jo no uncertain, voice that government, 
industry and labor cooperate so that pro- 
ductive enterprises of this nation — the plane 
and tank factories, the motor plants, the oil 
and metal and coal industries, the power 
plants which motivate the machines of in- 
dustry — can turn the blueprints of war needs 
into realities. 

The disasters in the Pacific show what we 
-expeet in the future unless we change 
the piddling policies of the past. 



In spite of the promises made in December 
that strikes would be outlawed for the dura- 
tion of the war, America's vitally needed war 
production is being hampered by walk outs. 
At a time when every hour of work counts 
more than it ever has before, men are drop- 
ping their tools and leaving their jobs. At a 
time when the fighting forces of freedom 
are making gallant stands in every part of 
the world, men here are giving up. 

A recent survey revealed that there had 
been 76 strikes in war work plants during 
February — an increase of 77 per cent over 
January. These strikes involved 70,905 work 
ers and caused a loss of 3,028,824 man-hours 
of labor in those plants alone. Production of 
such vital military stores as airplane parts, 
machine tools, anti-aircraft guns, ships and 
ship parts was held up. Other factories that 
depended on the struck plants were also af- 
fected and work was slowed down all along 
the line. _ 

Today, when uninterrupted war production 
is the single hope of freedom, why must in- 
dustrial disputes bring production to a stand 
still? Why can't the disputes be settled while 
the war work continues ? Why are the prom- 
ises that were made only a few months ago 
being broken now?

THE NEW TEMPO OF RESEARCH 



There could be no more encouraging time 
than the present to learn that American 
companies have increased their research per- 
sonnel by 41 per cent in the last two years, 
and are now spending 6 per cent of their total 
net income on industrial research. The re- 
port on these expenditures just issued by the 
Nationaf Research Council and the National 
Resources Planning Board is timely from 
every point ef view. 

News of scientific activity in industry de- 
signed to discover new products and to im- 
prove existing ones is ordinarily a pleasant 
indication that added jobs and payrolls are 
likely to be in the offing. In the present 
emergency, it is also a sign that one of the 
bastions of our defense is being strengthened. 

For it is obvious that, just as they lead to 
prosperity in times of peace, inventions help 
to achieve security in times of emergency. 
Only the nation with scientists working hard 
to keep its military equipment up-to-the-min 
ute can really feel safe in this troubled mod 
ern world. 

The announcement a short time ago by 
Charles F. Kettering, distinguished American 
inventor, that a vastly improved device to de- 
tect submarines was nearly ready for use, 
and that it would make the lot of the under- 
sea craft a hard one, in a case in point. Mr. 
Kettering and the General Motors research 
division which he heads had been cooperating 
with the Navy on this invention for six years, 
it turned out. 

Inventions like these can play a leading 
role in our defense. We have unparalleled 
facilities and inventive genius — the intelli- 
gence of free men working in a free land — at 
our command. No wonder it is encouraging 
to know that industry is combining these on 
a greatly increased scale to achieve inner 
well-being and outer strength for America! 



We've got to fight more than the Axis to- 
day. We must even fight a part of ourselves 
— the part that believes rumors, for example, 
and passes them on to others. For unfounded 
stories can sometimes be as destructive as 
fifth columns. 

Recently we've heard a lot about shortages. 
Aluminum, rubber, sugar— ^he list is grow- 
ing, and some of us see shortages all around 
us. Like the traditional old maid, we even 
look under the bed at night to see what isn't 
there. We must remember that we still have 
more than enough of many products. And we 
must stop believing and spreading rumors 
about imagined scarcities. Here's a case in 
point. 

A short time ago many women began to 
believe that American soap companies 
wouldn't be able to supply us with enough 
soap. Some who live in rural areas began 
hunting up the old iron soap buckets their 
mothers had used years ago. They started to 
make their own soap. In doing so they began 
to hamper America's war effort, and the War 
Production Board is now asking them to stop, 
because valuable glycerine is lost when soap 
is made at home. 

Glycerine, it seems, is a by-product of com- 
mercial soap manufacturing and today it is 
badly needed to make explosives. Like other 
industries doing war work, the soap com- 
panies are stepping up their production. 
They're working so hard to make glycerine 
that the tables are turned and soap is almost 
a by-product of their efforts now. The cart's 
before the horse this time, and it's even help- 
ing to pull! 

Winning the war is going to be a huge job, 
and we must all do our part. As this story

So the story goes— it could be 
continued for a thousand pages. 

In- 
dustry's freedom of action is lim- 
ited by government, by labor, by 
the people who buy its products, 
by the men who regulate it and 
make the laws, by countless things 
beyond its control. Industry will 



give to war all that it is permitted 
to give. 

To quote the Post once more, in- 
dustry today is trying to defend 
a system "that has created in this 
country an industrial power equal 
to that of all the rest of the world 
together — a fact that now is the 
hope and refuge of human free- 
dom." The future of the free 
world depends on the maintenance 
of that system.

Sugar sales in the United States 
will be halted for approximately 
one week, beginning at midnight, 
April 27, for the nation-wide sugar 
rationing registration. This an- 
nouncement was made a few days 
ago by government officials. 

John £. Hamm, acting chief of 
the Office of Price Administration, 
reported that sugar would be off 
the market on April 28 and would 
not be available to buyers again 
until about May 5. 

Hamm explained that the ban 
was ordered as a step preparatory 
to sales under rationing, which will 
go into effect as soon as the mora- 
torium on sales ends. 

Earlier, dates were fixed for the 
national registration— biggest in 
the history of the United States 
and involving every man, woman 
and child in the country. 

Dates for Registration 

frank bane, field chief of the 
OPA, announced that individual or 
family consumers would register 
May 4, 5, 6 and 7 at public ele- 
mentary schools, and that whole- 
salers, retailers, bakers, confection- 
ers and other industrial users 
would register April 28 and 29 at 
high schools. 

The periods for recording the 
data concerning 131,000,000 Ameri- 
cans were scheduled at a confer- 
ence of rationing administrator! 
from the 48 States. 

Officials stated it would be the 
first general registration of Ameri- 
can citizens of all ages and the 
largest task of its kind ever under- 
taken although the census covered 
as much ground on a "head count- 
system. It can be used as the basis 
for rationing of all kinds. 

Pattern To Be Followed 

Spokesmen said the the regis- 
tration would follow this pattern: 

Individual consumers will go to 
designated public schools in their 
neighborhoods at hours to be fixed 
locally on any of the May dates 
Teachers — probably 1,250,000 to 
1,500,000 of them — will serve as 
registrars. 

One member of a family can reg- 
ister the entire household. He or 
she will fill out and sign an appli- 
cation giving the name, age and 
address of each applicant, and the 
amount of sugar on hand. Each 
person will receive a war ration 
book. It will contain 28 stamps. 
Each stamp represents a two-week 
sugar allotment. (That is, each will 
permit the holder to buy a pound or 
pound and a half of sugar during 
the period but the exact amount 
has not yet been determined.) If 
the stamp is not used in the buy- 
ing period, it will not be good 
thereafter. 

The registrar will tear out of the 
book a sufficient number of stamps 
to cover the amount of sugar in 
excess of two pounds per person 
on hand at the time of registra- 
tion. Consumers will give stamps 
to store keepers when purchases 
arc made and the storekeeper will 
use the accumulated stamps, in 
turn, when they buy fresh supplies. 

It was estimated that registra- j 
tio n would require five minut e 
each person registered. 

Industrial users will use certifi- 
cates instead of stamps. The exact 
formula for their allotments has 
not yet been fixed 



T. B. Association 
Meet On April 1 

The regular quarterly meeting 
of the .Princess Anne County Tuber- 
culosis Association will meet at 
Princess Anne Court House, Wed- 
nesday, April 1st, 1942, at 10:30 A. 
M. 

An intensive effort to make the 
public conscious of the fact that 
tuberculosis is most easily cured 
before symptoms of the disease 
appear will start in Virginia on 
April 1, when the Early Diagnosis 
Campaign of the Virginia Tubercu- 
losis Association and its affiliated 
county and city organizations open. 

Miss Leslie Combs Foster, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Virginia 
Tuberculosis Association, points 
out that — war already has caused 
an increase in mortality among 
Virginians 'from tuberculosis. 

According to figures compiled by 
the State Department of Health, 
there were 66 more deaths from 
tuberculosis in Virginia in 1941 
than in 1940. In 1940 the number 
of curb deaths ^.---v-- 1 < 'v\ -- -.-> •- 

1941 had risen to 1,626. While the 
increase in, mortality among whites 
was small, advancing from 35.8 to 
36.2 per each 100,000 population, 
the death rate among Negroes 
leaped from 124.8 to 133.4. 

"We anticipated a rise in tuber- 
culosis because of the war," said 
Miss Foster, but did not expect it 
would come so soon." 

One of the chief aims of the 
State and local associations in the 
forthcoming-Early Diagnosis Cam- 
paign, Miss Foster explained, will 
be to redouble efforts to give^jn- 
formation to the public and in- 
crease clinic facilities to help find 
cases of tuberculosis by means of 
the X-ray, a procedure which is 
expected to uncover hitherto un- 
suspected cases in order that they 
may be arrested before reaching 1 an 
advanced stage. 

Mrs. Rufus Parks is President of 
the Princess Anne County Tuber- 
culosis Association, Mrs. R. G. Ban- 
will once again head the committee 
for the Early Diagnosis Campaign 
which will be sponsored by the 
Association during April.

Gas And Fuel Price

The government, Wednesday, 
approved a prtoe increase on gaso- 
line and fuel oil in 17 Eastern and 
Southern States and the District 
of Columbia to compensate for 
higher oil transportation costs re- 
sulting from tanker sinkings. 

Tank wagon gasoline prices will 
be boosted half a cent a gallon 
throughout the area, and service 
station operators in all of the 
States, except Georgia and Florida, 
will be permitted to increase prices 
accordingly. 

Other States affected are Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, Massachusette, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina. 
Part of Florida Affected 

The order applies in Florida, east 
of the Apalachicola River. 

Retail gasoline prices in Geor- 
gia and Florida were increased last 
fall, the Office of Price Administra- 
tion explained, and have since been 
higher than those in adjacent 
States. 

Home owners, heavy industries 
and shipping were affected by the 
increase fn fuel oil prices.

Whether Virginia Beach is more patriotic 
than some other coastal towns in Virginia or 
whether its citizens are more alert to the 
dangers occasioned by failing to comply with 
requests for control of their lighting systems, 
was not explained.

SMALL FRY 



We hear a lot these days al)©ut what the 
"big men" throughout the country are doing 
to make sure that we get the weapons we 
need to lick the Axis. We hear a lot about 
the big companies, too, and the remarkable 
progress that they have made in stepping up 
production. 

But what about the little guys like you 
and me? They're doing things, too, just as 
they always have. After all, it was the little 
fellows who built America. They are the ones 
who cleared the land, the ones who started 
the corner stores and the alley machine shops 
that grew into great industries. They've 
never let America down. Today they're pitch- 
ing in, figuring out what they can do to heir 
— and they're helping!

All over the country other small companies 
are helping with war work. It's a tough job 
sometimes for them to figure out how they 
can use their peace time equipment that way. 
But tough jobs are meat to America's little 
guys. Today industries little and big are 
working hard to win victory on our home 
production front. 

THE FRUITS OF HOARDING 

Hoarding of commodities produces two cer- 
tain results— high prices, and government- 
enforced rationing. 

An excellent example of that is touched 
on in one of Paul Mallon's recent columns. 
Writing on the sugar situation, Mr. Mallon 
says: "Food authorities have counted up 
sugar stocks and conclude these are suf- 
ficient to furnish 99 pounds to everyone in 
this country this year. The average con- 
sumption for eight years from 1932 to 1940. 
was 103 pounds, so the amount available is 
only four pounds less than normal. 

"But whether you will get your 99 pounds 

this year, is a question While stocks are 

almost adequate, hoarding continues. Ration- 
ing is inevitable, solely because of demand 
and not because of inadequate supply." 

In short, those who hoarded sugar brought 
the rationing program on themselves and all 
other consumers. And the hoarders will not 
even be individually benefited by their ab- 
normal stocks —^hen you get your sugar 
ration cards, tickets will be removed to com- 
pensate for whatever excess supply you have 
on hand. Extremely severe criminal penalties 
are provided for fraudulent declarations. 

The best advice any consumer can take is 
this: "Buy normally— don't purchase in ex- 
cessive quantities — don't hoard." The retail 
stores of this country, led by the chain sys- 
tems, are preaching that doctrine now. It is 
an essential protection against inflation and 
shortages of necessities. You can be certain 
that free competition in manufacturing and 
merchandising will keep prices at the lowest 
level — and make possible the widest distribu- 
tion of goods of all kinds.

IT ALL TAKES TIME 



Industrial production is really going places 
now that it is being given the "green light' in 
our national defense program. Its current 
activity stands in marked contrast^to the 
period of four months when political dalliers 
were supposed to do their part of the job. 

But, even as planes and tanks and the rest 
of our armaments are beginning toy^ll off the 
assembly lines, it is wise to remember again 
the tremendous task that faces industry. The 
complexity attached to turning out a single 
finished piece of war equipment is truly stag- 
gering. Naturally it takes time for industry 
to do this work and do it well. A few facts 
will give some indication of the problems in- 
volved: . t . .. 

There are about 78,000 rivets just in the 
fuselage of a pursuit plane. 

There are 6,000 separate parts in an air 
plane engine, many of them of more than 
hairbreadth precision. 

In some cases, there are more than 500 
subcontractors involved in 4he making of a 
big plane. 

The raw materials used in building a heavy 
bomber come from 33 states. It takes from 
a year to a year and a half to build an airship 
of this type, at a cost of about a million and 
a quarter dollars. 

We'll have adequate armaments and the 
best of all types in the world, if industry is 
given confidence and governmental coopera- 
tion. But let's remember that industry, un- 
like certain of its critics, isn't accustomed to 
promising that it can produce rabbits ,i 
silk hats at a moment's notice!

And they all show a healthy 
realization on the part of different groups 
that our domestic problems can be solved if 
we all work frankly together — a result that 
would in the end make our "world" problems 
a whole lot simpler!

German people must decide wheth- 
er they wish to live in peace and 
friendship with other nations, or to 
continue to wage an aggressive and 
wicked war. This book puts the 
issue clearly before them." It does. 
It is British Labour's war-time 
voice; constant since the war began 
in its loyalty to Britain, constant 
in determination for victory, con- 
stant in its clamor for a better, 
larger future world— a post-war 
world of guaranteed peace, equal- 
ity among nations, freedom and de- 
cency of living and working con- 
ditions for individuals. 

The voice of British Labour 
comes to us here in the form of 
statements from the men and the 
organizations behind the British 
Labour Movement. "Labour's Aims 
in War and Peace" opens with La- 
bour's War Manifesto, that histor- 
ic statement that "it is impossible 
for Labour to acquiesce in claims 
supported, or conquests achieved, 
by aggression," of September 1939. 
Then is Arthur Greenwood's ring- 
ing speech before Parliament on 
the very eve of war which con- 
cludes, "To comrades across the 
sea ... to all who believe as we 
believe in democracy and freedom: 
I send the greetings of British La- 
bour." And further significant ut- 
terances follow: from Clement At- 
tles, Philip Noel-Baker, Harold 
Laski, Herbert Morrison, Hugh 
Dal ton, and others. 

The twenty-three contributions 
cover many aspects of Labour's 
aims. The latest of them dates 
from the end of the Battle for 
France, but there is no difference 
between the tone of these state- 
ments, beginning with the Trades 
Union Congress' declaration of 
war, and the statement of the Na- 
tional Council for Labour issued 
just after the French capitulation 
and concluding, "we can make 
these grave hours the prelude to a 
supreme triumph;" nor has there 
been any change since, and that 
makes this book very much up-to- 
date. 

"British Labour and the Jewish 
Problem," "The War and the Fu- 
ture," "Messages to the German 
Workers." and "The Four Pillars of 
the New World Order" suggest 
other matters which come under 
Labour's scrutiny here, and "La- 
bour's Aims in War and Peace 
is a book which shows those aims 
to be logical and sound as they are 
pointeoMbward a better world. 



I ceilings are now hitting 
prices.

Today, when the storm of war

Governor Darden has announced 
his vetoing of a defense bill passed 
by the General Assembly to relieve 
the localities, their officers, em- 
ployers, individuals and firms of 
liability for damages for injuries 
suffered as the result of a lawfully 
ordered blackout. The governor 
expressed his opinion that it may 
have a serious effect upon certain 
types of insurance contracts, which 
he felt were not in contemplation 
when the bill was being prepared. 

He stated, "For example, it ap- 
pears that the bill would relieve the 
driver of an automobile from lia- 
bility for negligence during a black 
out or air raid resulting ia injury to 
person or property of another, with 
the result that the insurer under a 
public liability or property damage 
contract of insurance covering the 
automobile, whose liability is one 
of indemnity, would not be liable. 

"Circumstances might well arise, 
during a state of war, when such 
a result would be desirable, but 
the time has not yet arrived, in 
my opinion, when the ordinary 
civil laws and rights should be 
suspended or impaired, as this bill 
would apparently do should it be- 
come a law, especially as the gen- 
eral principles and rules of law 
appear to me to be ample to afford 
all necessary protection in cases i

GRASS 




OP GOVERNMENT 



More than 400 county officials from all sections of the country, 
referred to in the WashingtoiAiewspapei* as men and women from the 
"grass roots of government"*™ 30 States aired "average American 
opinions" in their Washington conference a few days ago. 

Vice President Henry A. Wallace asked the group to make sug- 
gestions and criticisms of Governmental processes. They put the gist 
of their conclusions into a set of resolutions favoring a fair and 
equitable ceiling on wages, profits, rents, farm and commodity prices; 
they declared strikes and profiteering should be outlawed; the forty- 
hour week be suspended; the authority of the Government kept within 
restraint, and not extended under the guise of war needs; that no 
groups be discriminated against or favored by official action; that 
subversive activities be courageously and promptly dealt with; that 
local Governmental priorities be handled by a single, Federal coordin- 
ating agency. 

The grass roots representatives recognized the futility of tackling 
taxes and passed lightly over the subject. 




EXPLAINS WAR OF HORSEPOWER 



The automobile industry had a running start on war production 
long before Pearl Harbor, but that attack gave the program a big 
impetus and the industry is used to making such change-overs, Charles 
F. Kettering, vice-president in charge of research of General Motors, 
told members of the National Press Club in Washington recently. 

Mr. Kettering, who is also chairman of the National Inventors' 
Council, revealed that this group is busily engaged in taking the ideas 
and suggestions submitted from over the country, and analyzing their 
usefulness with Army and Navy Authorities. He warned, however, 
that there were necessary delays, in getting acceptable ideas trans- 
lated into usable products on a mas production basis which the armed 
forces can use. 

"The inventor and research man is nothing but a professional 
amateur," said Mr. Kettering. "He is an amateur to the extent that 
he is doing the thing for the first time. We work, and work, and work 
on things for months and years. We have been on some projects 
for sixteen or seventeen years in industry, and we think that in sixteen 
or seventeen more years, we will get them. Learning how to fail in- 
telligently is the sole purpose of a research organization. If we fail 
hysterically, we won't be here." 

Lookincr to the post-war ear Mr. Kettering said that a lot. of lahor- 
creating industries were needed to meet the problems of readjustment. 
He mentioned the patents planning commission as an agency dealing 
with that problem. 

The "mechanized" war in which we are now engaged is simply a 
war of horsepower, according to Mr. Kettering. He said that the 
automobile industry is not generally regarded as a horsepower industry, 
but that is exactly what it is, since the 32,000,000 motor vehicles in 
this country represent many times more horsepower than installed 
in central power stations throughout the country. 

"A four-motored flying fortress has as much horsepower in it as 
the biggest steam locomotive on our railroads today." said Mr. Ketter- 
ing. 'This power element has become a tremendously important thing, 
and that is largely what mechanization means."

During the first year that the Dies Committee investigated traitors, 
Spies and subversive activities it was under constant attack.

World War I shot the income tax 
into place as a source of revenue 
for Federal Government, a place 
that it has held ever since. World 
War II seems destined to establish 
the levy as the greatest revenue 
producer in world history. 

The Sixteenth Amendment to the 
constitution, allowing Congress to 
impose an income tax without dis- 
tributing the funds received pro- 
portionately to the states, was 
adopted just in time to permit the 
tax to be a major factor in bear- 
ing the costs of the first World 
War. Income tax collections rose 
precipitately from around $150 
million in 1916 to nearly $3 billion 
in 1918, dropped slightly in 1919, 
and set a high of nearly $4 billion 
in 1920 that will be eclipsed for the 
first time this March 15. Only once, 
at the nadir of the depression in 
1933; has the income tax failed to 
add at least a billion dollars each 
year to the federal treasury, and 
usually revenue from the tax has 
been in excess of $2 billion. 

At first a "rich man's tax" bear-

Farm Labor Defermmt 
Secretary Wickard advised state 
and county war boards that Gen- 
eral Hershey, director of Selective 
Service, has requested the assis- 
tance of the department in assuring 
that proper consideration is given 
to the needs of agriculture in con- 
sidering occupational deferment of 
persons engaged in farm produc- 
tion. This is a distinct and differ- 
ent class of deferment from that 
granted to the grounds of depen- 
dency. 

The Secretary requested state 
and county war boards to provide 
state and local agencies of Selec- 
tive Service such general factual 
information on agricultural pro- 
duction and the availability of 
needed manpower as they may re- 
quest. War boards are not to offer 
advice or pass judgment on individ- 
ual cases. It was suggested that 
selective service and war board 
representatives meet from time to 
time U discuss mutual problems. 

General FTershey proposed that 
the USftA impress upon farm em- 
ployers the need for restricting re- 
quests for deferment to those who 
by virtue of their technical and 
other qualifications, together with 
the d HficuH ty of replacing them, 
are clearly necessary men for the 
production of those agricultural 
products deemed essential.

Canning, Sugar, Bees 

Every effort is being made by 
the sugar section of the WPB to 
have sugar available this summer 
for home canning. There have 
been reports that some housewives 
are buying more sugar than they 
need for normal family consump- 
tion with the explanation that they 
want to be sure to have a supply 
on hand for home canning. Such 
buying is unnecessary and unwise 
says WPB. It aggravates a situa- 
tion that is already difficult. 

The lowly jar ring has been 
streamlined and regimented to aid 
the war effort. A "PB order speci- 
fied that the rubber content be no 
more than 10 per cent and that it 
have* only one lip (flange). The 
order did not restrict the number 
to be made. Appartently there will 
be plenty for home needs. 

Bee producers or apiarists may 
obtain sugar in excess of their 
quotas under a procedure announc- 
ed by WPB. Although honey pro- 
duced only from sugar is prohib- 
ited from sale by Pure Food laws, 
there are periods of the year when 
bees require sugar.
